W A SH IN G TO N , 
Aug. 31.— Provost 
Marshal General 
Crowder 
estimated 
today that 12,778,758 men would reg­ 
ister September 12 under 
the 
new 
man-power bill. 
Of this number, 398,552 are expected 
to be registered in California. 
W ASH IN G TO N , Aug. 31.— President 
Wilson today set September 12 as the 
day upon which approximately 13,000,- 
OOO Americans shall register for Amer­ 
ica’s greatest draft. These summoned 
to prepare for 
service 
include 
all 
males between the ages cf 18 and 45 
inclusive who have not previously reg­ 
istered. 
Out of this number it is estimated 
over 2,300.000 men w ill be available 
for Class I. 
The President's proclamation today 
was issued immediately after he had 
signed the man-power bill, authorizing 
this draft. 
The forthcoming draft, the 
Presi­ 
dent declared, in his 
proclamation, 
“w ill be our final demonstration of 
loyalty, democracy, and the good will 
to win. 
Our solemn notice to all the 
world that we Stand absolutely 
to­ 
gether in a common resolution 
and 
purpose.’’ 
The President commended the men 
called under the original draft bill fog 
their enthusiasm and fighting quali­ 
ties, and then said: 
“ By the men of the older group now 
called upop, the opportunity now open 
to 'th e m will be accepted w ith the 
calm resolutions of those who realize 
to the h£l the deep and solemn signi­ 
ficance cb what they do. 
Having made 
a place for themselves in their respec­ 
tive, communities, having assumed at 
home the graver responsibilities 
of 
life in many sphere* looking back up­ 
on honorable records in civil and in­ 
dustrial life, they will realize as per­ 
haps no others could, how 
entirely 
th eir fortunes and the fortunes of all 
whom they love are put at stake In | 
this war for right and w ill know that 
the very records they have made re n-1 
der this new duty the commanding 
duty of their lives. 
They know surely 
this is the nation's war, how impera­ 
tively it demands the mobilizing of 
all our resources of every kind. /They 
w ill regard this call as the supreme 
call of their day and w ill answer it 
accordingly."

Those 
beans are being shipped today. 
That is starting the season at 
a price ^ cent and a half to two 
cents higher than many had ex­ 
pected. 
Early threshing of linia beans on 
the San Joaquin ranch indicates that 
the output there this year will be 20 
per cent bigger thail last year. 
It 
now appears that an average of nine 
sacks to the acre will be produced 
on the ranch, as against seven and a 
half sacks last year. 
Blackeyes have 
also shown an increase. 
The output is going to be / better 
than was thought a few days after 
the hot spell that occurred* earlier in 
the month. 
Up to the time of the 
hot spell there was every reason to 
expect by far the biggest yield on 
the San Joaquin In its history. 
The 
hot spell cut down the yield from a 
possible eleven and a half or twelve 
sack average. 
Even with 
the 
cut, 
however, the yield on the San Joaquin 
is going to Show an increase of over 
'two sacks to the acre over last year. 
Taking the county over, however, 
prospects for an increase 
of ^output 
are not so bright. The lowland crops 
are not turning out so well this vear.

there this year in getting a stand, and 
the beans have not been coming

“By a war-profits tax we mean a tax upon 
profits in excess of those realized before the war. 
“ By an excess-profits tax we mean a tax upon 
profits in excess of a given return upon capital. 
"The theory of a war-profits tax is to tax profits 
due to the war. 
“The theory of an excess-profits tax is to tax 
profits over and above a given return on capital. The 
excess-profits tax falls less heavily on big business 
than on small business, because big business is gen­ 
erally over-capitalized and ^mall businesses ar6 often 
under-capitalized. 
“The war-profits tax would tax all \wir profits 
at one high rate: the excess-profits tax does and for 
safety must tax all excess profits at lower and grad­ 
uated rates." 
The above extract from Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury McAdoo-s testimony before the lion se ways and 
means committee gives his differentiation between 
war-profRs and excess-profits taxes and explains his 
position in urging itjion congress an excess-profits 
tax with an alternative war-profits tax in the forth­ 
coming revenue legislation. 
To the average citizen Secretary McAdoo'* posi­ 
tion seems well taken. 
Most small and l<x*al cor­ 
porations are capitalized at an actual valuation. 
Most of the very large corporations are greatly over­ 
capitalized: the st<x'k of some of them has been re­ 
peatedly’ watered. 
\\ itll only an excess-profits tax 
a corporation earning ten per cent on grossly watered 
capital will pay the same tax a> another corporation^ 
not ov'er-capita1 ized earning ten per cent on the real, 
actual valuation of the money and property invested 
in its bu si ties. 
The profits of the first corporation 
might he thirty per cent on its actual valuation, apd 
it is to cover such cases that a war-profits tax is 
urged. 
As many of these large coqiorations are engaged 
in government work and drawing huge sums from 
the United States, it seems particularly just that 
they shrink! pay taxes on the same actual basis as 
corporations not over-capitalized. 
A tax that taxes 
equally a ten per cent profit on watered capital and a 
ten i>er cent profit on unwatered capital is not equal 
Had uniform and scarcely just. 


THE WAY THE WORLD SWINGS 


The Swiss have been Switzers hr*t. for cen­ 
turies. but their speech jws ever colored their sympa­ 
thies. 
The French-speaking Swiss of the western 
cantons have been Frenchmen in :iH save political 
relationships for generation upon generation, and 
the same rule of speech holds good with those whose 
native tongue is German or Italian. 
This is, of 
cour>e. wholly to be expected. 
Swiss sympathies in the great war have been 
divided correspondingly ami, as the German Swiss 
are in the majority, the Swiss government has, more 
than once, apjx*ared to lean toward [‘russia. 
Neu­ 
trality has been observed w:th commendable tare, 
however, and the Swiss have guarded their borders 
with their excellent army, interned stray aviators and 
wandering soldiers, handled exchanged prisoners and 
repatriated civilians with formal correctness and to 
the satisfaction of every belligerent. 
But Sw'is> journalists and publicist", no doubt 
inspired in many ca^es by the Germans, have been 
active in the Central Powers* behalf. There has been 
no interference with such German refugees—and 
there have been many of them—who from Swiss 
soil have undertaken to point their countrymen to 
the error of their ways; but the bulk of the little 
republic’s literary output bas served the purposes of 
Potsdam, and the sympathies of the mass of the I Kip 
ulation have unquestionably Ixen anti-ally. 
Now Washington sends out the cheering word 
that things are changing. 
The German-speaking 
Swiss have seen the light, and public opinion in their 
cantons lias veered sharply until today it almost 
coincides with that of the French-speaking sections, 
ardently pro-ally from the first. 
Even the German 
■newspapers realize th is and they view the change 
with foreboding. 
The change, indeed, is a perfectly natural one. 
The Swiss have ever been sturdy democrats, and 
no republic which is truly republican can call the 
Hohenzollerns and the Hapsburgs friends. The vie 
tory of the Allied cause over the sympathies induced 
by blood and race is a very real one. 
It shows the 
way the world swings. 


ANOTHER HUN FAILURE 


A solution of the conscientious objector prob­ 
lem ha* been found. 
It. is one with which any holiest 
objector—and there are some—can find no fault. 
It is cultivating the soil. * 
These men are given furloughs from military 
service at the training camps and are sent to work 
on farms. 
They receive standard wages,-"but every­ 
thing above $30 a month—the pay of the United 
States private—must he turned over to the Red 
Cross or some similar fund. 
It is reported that eightv-eight conscientious 
objectors have gone into agricultural pursuits from 
Camp Mae de, loo from Camp Lee and many others 
from Camp Taylor. 
Final arrangements are being, > 
completed for those in numerous other cantonments. 
These furloughed fanners work under strict 
regulations laid down by the war department. 
They 
are supervised, and mohthly reports of their con­ 
duct and effectiveness are submitted to their camp 
commanders. 
If they prove to be good farmers, their services 
should go a long way toward relieving the shortage 
of farm labor in some localities'. 
Tilling the soil 
is a wholesome occupation, one that should make 
for the peace of mind and health of body af Un­ 
conscientious objectors. 
If they appreciate'th eir 
blessings, they Kvill work with all their skill and 
energy. 
For slackers, a less agreeable solution can 
be found.

repetition afterw ard.

reward. Septem ber doves, mature and

sistance of m ost luscious stews and 
pies, the young delicious when fried, 
or if fat, broiled. 
On toast, many pre­ 
fer them to a quail. 
And. best of all. 
they cost the country nothing to pro­ 
duce, waxing fat upon 
waste 
grain 
gleanings and th e seeds of weeds that 
spring up largely after the harvest. 
The hunter who bags a mess of doves 
can feel he is doing something toward 
food production, and performing an 
act of practical patriotism. Many feel 
that way about it, and a heavy license 
sale affords decumentary proof.

The turnout 
will also he a tribute to the kindness 
of the calendar in starting the dove 
aud deer shooting season of 1918 off 
on a Sunday, with another holiday to 
follow in Labor Day, Monday.

ings. the rank and file of the licensed 
hunting

compelled to aw ait the day and a half 
holiday of the week-end, knowing that 
iii the meantime the fellows specially 
favored of time are getting in their 
deadly work under the great advan­ 
tages of unscared game and less com­ 
petition.

Thirty-three years of 
Willard 
his­ 
tory is an i n i t i a t i n g history 
of 
de­ 
velopment of b a tte rie ^ Willard made 
Ilia first battery 
in 
Minn., in 
1885, 
thirty-three years ago, and his inspira­ 
tion came from two French scientists 
—Plante and Faure. 
The Connector, 
published in the interest of still better 
Willard service, recites 
the 
devolp- 
m ent of Willard’s industry as follows: 
The Plante battery was composed 
of plate* subdivided into as large a 
surface as possible, which were formed 
to produce oxide of lead either with 
face or in interstices. The Faure b at­ 
tery was composed of a peice of lead 
with the oxide of lead on carli side, 
all wrapped in a strip of Canion flan­ 
nel. 
While studying,the 
Faure 
bat­ 
tery, Mr. Willard COTfheivecl the idea 
of perforating the lead plate and 
fil­ 
ling the perforations with the oxides. 
This was the original "grid." 
Crude, 
difficult to make 
and 
probably 
not 
highly efficient, this was the seed from 
which our mighty business has grown. 
.Mr. Willard’s first battery was com­ 
posed of a series of these perforated 
plates placed in 
a 
waterproof 
box, 
coated on the inside with asphaltum. 
Pices of oanves or duck hung on strips 
of wood- wer# 
used 
for 
separators. 
This battery was charged by a genera­ 
tor which Mr. Willard made. 
"I can 
rem em ber very distinctly," 
Mr . Wil­ 
lard says, "that I operated this genera­ 
tor from a gas engine which was used 
to run the elevator in a building—aft­ 
e r I had cultivated the acquaintance 
I of the elevator man. The owner of the 
building noticed his hills going up and 
investigated. 
The result of this in­ 
vestigation was that I ceased to he a 
tenant in that building. 
Finances—or the lack of them—and 
the need for “more than one meal a 
day" stopped further experiments, and 
to quote Mr. Willard again, "I went

could not a storage battery plate be 
m ade in the same way? 
Again lie decided

experiment

of the plate eight or ten times.

j Board to the 
National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce. 
To permit 
this production, the board gave notice 
that it will extend preferential treat­ 
ment for the obtaining bf m aterials 
necessary to “match up’’ the stock on 
hand. 
Plants having an excess supply of 
steel on hand after completing the per­ 
mitted construction, according to the 
term s of the agreement, will be re­ 
quired to turn over the supply to other 
plants. 
The agreem ent means the 
cutting of automobile production dur­ 
ing the last half of the present year 
at least 50 per cent. 
The board, in its letter, refused to 
make any promises ..concerning pro­ 
duction of passenger automobiles after 
Dec. 31, IO is, but reiterated its pre­ 
vious request that all plants get on 
a war Work basis before the end of 
the year. 
The letter, which was signed by 
Alexander L°gge, vice-chairman of the 
W ar Industries Board, J. L. Replogle, 
director of steel supply, and George 
N. 
Peek, commissioner of finished 
products of the board, says on the 
basts of reports furnished by automo­ 
bile m anufacturers the stocks of raw 
and semi finished m aterials, aggregate 
ing in value approximately $150,000,- 
000, Rre greatly unbalanced and can­ 
not he liquidated until “matched up” 
with other m aterials in tie manufac­ 
ture of cars.
